Narbcrth's revised Zoning Ordinance 
was unanimously adopted at the regu- 
lar meeting of the Borough Council on 
Monday night with its passage on sec- 
ond and third readings. 

The new ordinance, which super- 
sedes that in effect since 1924. makes 
no changes in the business districts. 
Minor changes have been made to 
facilitate the administration of the or- 
dinance, and to avoid conflicts between 
the zoning and building ordinances. 

Chief among these is the restriction 
placed upon the use of land in residen- 
tial districts, prohibiting business, al- 
though it may not involve erection of 
a building for commercial purposes. 
Hitherto the only check the borough 
had on business in a residential dis- 
trict was refusal to grant a building 
permit. 

Another minor change in the ordi- 
nance permits the construction of pri- 
vate garages to a height of two stor- 
ies instead of one, which will allow 
chauffeurs' quarters to be built over a 
garage, a situation not permitted by 
the old ordinance. 

The revised ordinance has been 
under consideration for a period of 
eight months. During this time efforts

Near Lodges Lane the 
road was undermined and a tree over- 
turned, and at the home of Robert 
McCracken, 445 Conshohockcn Ave- 
nue, an underground stream caused a 
serious cave-in on the lawn, taking 
with it shrubbery and a recently com- 
pleted rockery. 

Acres of tall field corn were leveled 
by the rain and wind on the farm of 
Percival Roberts, Peim Valley, where 
a retaining wall below one of the barns 
was carried away by the torrents. That 
entire region was without electric 
power or telephone for the entire day 
Wednesday. 

Many trees, some of large size, were 
destroyed in various parts of the Main 
Line.

Asks Beetles in Bottles 

for Tickets for Movies 



And on July tenth we were two and 
a half inches ahead of normal rainfall 
for the year. And with an excess of 
temperature for the year gardeners 
have no cause for complaint as regards 
the weather. 

But, of course, there were many 
aphids which are abundant in damp 
weather and then there were some in- 
sect pests — including Japanese beetles. 

Damp weather also makes a favor- 
able condition for slugs (snails without 
shells). These pests feed at night and 
chew off delphiniums, violas, pyreth- 
rums and small campanulas while 
we sleep. They raise havoc in a seed 
bed, but thank the seedsman for a 
waterproof poison bait which finishes 
friend slug. 

We stopped at 'The link between 
forest and home" and ordered the mak- 
ings of a cold frame. "The Link" sent 
the sideboards of cypress, "the wood 
eternal;" the lath frames of pretty 
white pine, "that warps not neither 
does it split," and the laths themselves 
of enduring cedar. A can of green 
shingle stain coated the finished job 
and even the nails (galvanized) were 
delivered with the cut lumber. Now to 
sow the seeds of perennials, cover the 
laths with burlap and keep the seed 
bed moist until the seeds break 
through, then to remove the burlap and 
let them grow under lath. 

It has been said that "success in the 
garden is measured by the thorough 
ness with which the preparation is 
made" and never were truer words 
spoken. We cannot fool the plants. 
Beds thoroughly built will grow 
healthy plants, will withstand exces- 
sively dry or excessively wet weather 
and are well worth the extra effort of 
thorough preparation in the beginning. 
Sub-soil drainage and surface drainage 
are two important factors. Plants 
standing in low, poorly drained soil 
cannot be expected to live and flourish. 

No, Clarissa, your hardy phlox did 
not change its color. Those mean 
colored ones are seedlings that have 
grown up in the beds. Better make 
sure of the next plants of Elizabeth 
Campbell and keep the flower heads 
cut off. And don't let any plant go to 
seed, it's bad for the plant. 

Summer is a good season in which 
to have trees trimmed. They have 
completed thier leaf and twig growth 
and the fall growth of wood will help 
to heal the cuts. All broken branches 
should be flushed off close and the cuts 
painted with preservative paint. All 
old cuts should be repainted at the 
same time to prevent air and moisture 
entering the openings to start cavities. 

If your climbing roses have started 
to send up new shoots from the base 
it is time to remove all old wood and 
train the new stems into position for 
flowering next June. A mild feeding 
at this time will help to make good 
canes for next year. Better make holes 
about six inches deep with a forked 
spade and fill them with tree food. And 
spray the new canes thoroughly to pro- 
tect them from beetles. 

Always leave as much foliage as pos- 
sible when cutting gladiolus — if you 
want to dig good bulbs for next season. 
One leaf on the stem is just right. 



Beetle-collecting is the new hobby of 
garden lovers and movie enthusiasts in 
this section as the result of an offer, 
which still holds good, made by Man- 
aging Director Joseph Conway, of the 
Egyptian Theatre, Cynwyd. For each 
quart Mason jar, with a cap on it, con- 
taining a <|uart of Japanese beetles, and 
presented at a redemption table in the 
lobby of the Egyptian Theatre, a ticket 
of admission is being presented. Early 
this week the beetles commenced pour- 
ing in by the quart and Mr. Conway 
expressed himself well pleased with the 
response to his offer. 

"I am glad to aid in the beetle cam- 
paign by furnishing an incentive to 
trap, kill and collect beetles in quanti- 
ties," he declared. "The offer still 
holds good." 

Mr. Conway has decided that he 
prefers to have the insects dead when 
presented for admission (that is, for 
their owners' admission) to the thea- 
tre. Or else, he says, it would be best 
not to entrust them to small boys. On 
Monday evening one of the quart jars 
was presented by a boy, who dropped 
it. Fortunately, the beetles were coma- 
tose at the time, but the theatre man- 
agement desires to safeguard itself 
against another accident when beetles 
might be in a more lively mood when 
released from confinement.

have been made to include a new busi- 
ness section along Montgomery Ave- 
nue in the ordinance and also an ex- 
tension of the present Haverford Ave- 
nue business district, but after long 
consideration, including public hear- 
ings on the proposition and on the 
revised ordinance as passed on first 
hearing, the proposed new business 
district was stricken from the ordi- 
nance. It is the opinion of Council 
that the time is not ripe for the crea- 
tion of an additional business section in 
the borough. 

In the report of the Public Safety 
Committee, of which Edward S. Haws 
is chairman, a letter was presented 
from George Burnett, of 86 Wynne- 



dale Avenue, requesting some action 
to stop the speeding by automobiles 
and trucks on that street. Mr. Bur- 
nett stated that it had been increas- 
ing instead of decreasing and was very 
annoying to the residents of the street 
and especially to the children who play 
there.
